SCIENCE 


A  new  teaching  approach,  group  study,  is  being  employed 
in  biology  which  should  make  the  scientific  venture  a  bit 
more  appealing. 

Group  study  is  designed  to  utilize  the  objectives  of  inde¬ 
pendent  study  while  providing  the  opportunity  for  students 
to  be  involved  in  group  activities  and  discussions.  This  ap¬ 
proach  gives  the  student  a  large  role  in  determining  classroom 
activities  and  allows  him  to  proceed  at  his  own  pace  with  the 
teacher  serving  as  a  resource  person  and  guide  rather  than 
adhering  to  the  traditional  methods  of  teaching. 

The  class  is  divided  into  three  groups  and  each  group 
is  assigned  a  different  starting  point  in  the  text.  Each  group 
determines  its  own  schedule  and  works  as  a  unit  in  covering 
the  subject  matter.  The  group  schedules  should  include  time 
blocks  for  reading  and  discussing  textual  material,  performing 
labs,  usage  of  resource  materials,  and  the  pursuit  of  individual 
interest  in  the  area  of  biology. 

This  approach  not  only  provides  the  student  with  more 
academic  freedom,  but  it  will  also  enable  him  to  form  de¬ 
sirable  study  habits  that  will  aid  him  in  the  adjustment  to 
college  life. 

Time,  Space,  and  Matter  is  being  offered  this  year  for 
the  first  time.  This  course  was  developed  as  a  secondary 
school  science  project  at  Princeton  University  with  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  National  Science  Foundation.  Its  primary  ob¬ 
jective  is  to  help  the  student  define  his  physical  world. 
With  mankind  standing  on  the  threshold  of  space,  this 
course  will  enable  the  student  to  better  understand  the 
scientific  advancements  of  the  next  few  years.

Off  to  a  flying  start  with  three  exciting  wins,  the  Varsity  Basketball  team 
promised  to  give  one  of  the  best  seasons  in  Jefferson’s  history.  Next  came  a 
disappointing  loss  to  Stuart,  but  the  team  recovered  quickly,  winning  the  next 
two  games.  The  game  against  West  Springfield  was  won  in  overtime  on  John 
“Frog”  Hedlund’s  layup,  and  the  victory  over  Falls  Church  was  sparked  by 
the  heroics  of  Steve  Sexauer. 

A  loss  to  Woodson  was  followed  by  an  easy  victory  over  Lee,  then  by  a  loss 
to  Annandale.

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Whatever  it  takes  to  make  a  winning  team,  the  junior  varsity  team  this 
year  really  had  it.  While  breaking  more  records  than  it  is  possible  to 
name,  they  went  on  to  establish  a  season  record  of  19-1  and  became 
Northern  District  Champions. 

The  J,V.  team  won  several  very  close  games,  and  lost  only  one  —  a  heart¬ 
breaking  close  game  in  overtime  with  the  undefeated  Marshall.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  team  was  unable  to  reach  its  full  season  scoring  potential 
due  to  the  loss  of  Carlton  Summers  for  the  last  3  games.  Steve  Hedlund 
did  an  admirable  job  filling  in,  and  the  team  kept  on  winning.  Final 
results  showed  that  they  averaged  59.6  points  per  game,  and  set  a  record 
for  assists  as  well  as  having  a  high  shooting  percentage. 

Several  individual  performances  should  be  noted  also.  Carlton  Summers 
had  the  highest  field  goal  shooting  percentage.  Warren  LeGarie  had  the 
highest  scoring  average  per  game,  and  led  in  assists.  Jim  Roberts  excelled 
in  rebounds  and  had  the  highest  number  of  total  points  for  the  season. 
Jim  Roberts  and  Greg  Croghan  tied  single  game  rebounding  records 
with  20  in  one  game. 

One  of  the  team’s  strong  points  was  their  balanced  scoring  with  4  players 
averaging  ten  or  more  points  per  game.  These  people  were  Warren  Le¬ 
Garie,  Carlton  Summers,  Jim  Craft,  and  Jim  Roberts.  Jim  Craft,  in  the 
game  with  Madison,  tied  the  single  game  scoring  record  with  25  points. 
The  steady  defense  of  the  team  was  a  contributing  factor,  holding  the 
opposition  to  45  points  per  game. 

The  J.V.  team  gave  the  best  year  in  Jefferson’s  history,  and  the  prospects 
for  next  year’s  Varsity  team  are  more  than  bright  indeed.

This  year’s  track  team  was  very  successful. 

Although  the  season  record  of  three  losses  and  two  wins  may  at  first 
seem  disappointing,  it  does  not  reveal  the  true  strength  of  the  team.  Two 
meets  were  lost  by  margins  of  only  five  points,  and  one  meet  was  won 
by  over  twenty  points.
